“All the bills so far introduced,” 
said the statement, “have provisions 
for help in the form of loans only.

Muench on Wagner Bill. 


Commenting on the statement, 
Counselor Muench said that the 
Wagner relief bill approved yester- 
day by the Senate would not im- 
mediately benefit St. Louis. 

“The Wagner bill,“ said Muench, 
“provides that the Governor shall 
take the responsibility for applying 
for a loan. Because of the Mis- 
souri Constitution, the Missouri 
Governor would be obliged to speak 
for the Legislature. Gov. Caulfield, 
whose term expires before the next 
Legislature meets, has indicated to 
us that he cannot take that re- 
sponsibility. We do not know what 
the new Governor would do, but 
obviously he would have to assume 
responsibility for getting the prop- 
er legislation through the Legisla- 
ture. 

“Even if the State obtained a 
loan, some St. Louis officials would 
have to take the responsibility for 
accepting St. Louis’ share. The ac- 
ceptance of the loan would have to 
be ratified by a popular election 
held in November. The need is im- 
perative today.” 

The committee members were 
agreed that of all the bill so far 
introduced, the proposals of Speak- 
er Garner were the most acceptable 
to St. Louis. Under the Garner 
plan, the President would be au- 
thorized to distribute $100,000,000 
in loans or grants. 

“There are no strings to the Gar- 
ner proposition,” the members said, 


“and St. Louis could get immediate 


relief.” 

The Garner bill, however,. has 
been denounced by President Hoo- 
ver as “pork barrel legislation,” and 
unless conditions become extreme 
there is little likelihood of its adop- 
tion in its present form.

— High 
banking authorities here today con- 
firmed a report that they had indi- 
cated to the French Government 
their willingness for France to 
withdraw its remaining gold bal- 
atices now in this country. 

They were careful to say that 
they had not asked France to re- 
move the gold, but said they were 
co-operating fully with French of- 
ficials and that no barriers would 
be interposed to the free outflow 
of the French balances. 

The Bank of France notified 
Federal Reserve officials some time 
that the Bank of France might 
take back part or all of its balances 
in this country. 

This nation’s. banking structure, 
it is said, is in such sound condi- 
tion that the movement has been 
engineered without a ripple. 

A virtual invitation to all foreign 
countries to remove their gold was 
contained in an announcement that 
effective next Monday New York 
banks would reduce interest on 
Foreign Central Bank deposits one- 
half. The prevailing rate, which 
expired today, was one per cent. 
The new rate will be one-half of 
one per cent.

Most of it was sent 
here merely as a place of safe de- 
posit. It reached the largest total 
ever held in a single nation, 
amounting to more than $5,000,- 
000,000. 

The board reviewed gold move- 
ments to and from the United 
States since 1914, saying there had 
been three periods of large in- 
creases, and that the present sup- 
ply was greater than that held at 
any time before 1923. 

It added that gold reserves of

For a New Standard of Citizenry. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
T was a good and wise Missouri woman 
who said: No state can rise higher 
than the level of its uverage man.“ 


man, consciously and unconsciously, has 
flouted the principles of true and last- 
ing progress. What wonder that, wher- 
ever we look, we find the signs of retro- 
gression and decay as evidenced in the 
widespread unrest and all-pervading 
despondency of our time? 

Without exception, all the disgraceful 
evils besetting our public life today 
spring, in the last analysis, from the ab- 
solute lack of a dependable measuring 
stick for the fair and equitable evalua- 
tien of the component individual parts of 
the State's citizenry, the average man and 
woman, thus leaving the formulation of 
representative public opinion to the haz- 
ards of mere chance, and making it all 
but impossible to select, by popular 
ehoice, those elements of the population 
intellectually and morally best fitted for 
public leadership. 

And yet, to provide such a measuring 
stick in the form of a common, forceful 
“standard of citizenship” should be a 
comparatively simple, easy matter. With 
common approval, the average business 
man expects to make a fair living by de- 
manding honest return for honest serv- 
ices or goods. Would not the State's 
average citizen be ready and willing to 
prove his civic worth by making good his 
claim to civic rights by his intelligent 
interest in and conscientious devotion to 
‘matters of public concern? Would he 
not learn to set his pride in giving fair 
value for value received? Could he not 
be expected, by reason of fecling justi- 
fied in respecting himself, to find it quite 
compatible with his own civic dignity to 
respect the civic dignity of others? 

By the establishment and enforcement 
ef such a standard, the citizen of the 
happier future would not be required to 
mold his personal likes or dislikes after 
a common pattern, to adapt his individ- 
ual beliefs or unbeliefs to the opinions 
or idiosyncrasies of someone else, to limit 
his hopes and restrict his aspirations in 
conformity with the precepts of formal 
law. He would enjoy the pleasures and 
the privileges of perfect freedom—just 
as long as he kept his priceless civic 
rights faithfully in harmony with their 
eorresponding civic duties, just as long 
as he obeyed the dictates of his own de- 
veloped intellect and let himself be 
guided by his own individual conscience. 

Many and varied are the remedies that 
have been suggested and from time to 
time in part applied to the people's ills. 
But the one essential for free human de- 
velopment, for the prevention of all evil 
has so far found but scant recognition: 
complete and undefiled social and eco- 
nomic justice, based on a broad enough 
end deep enough conception of life to 
teach the individual the interdependence 
of man and to foster the spirit of world- 
wide human dignity through the sense 
of individual responsibility, has never yet 
been attempted on a scale commensurate 
with the needs of awakening humanity. 
Those n and women morally or of fi- 
cially responsible for public welfare have, 
as a whole, never yet been guided by the 
wisdom that will compel the makers of 
the nation’s future laws to draw their 
lessons from close observation and un- 
prejudiced interpretation of nature's 
laws, and to apply their conclusions to 
the country’s needs according to their 
own individual sense of truth and justice. 
Let us hope that the cruel sufferings 
of these perplexing times may not have 
been in vain; that they have taught us 
to look under the surface of things and

Opportunity for the Democrats. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ITH the approach of the Demo- 

cratic national convention, there are 
at least two subjects on which the party 
can take a clear-cut stand. They are 
prohibition and the utilities. An investi- 
gation which I have carried on in a 
number of communities in this locality, 
representing a population of upward of 
100,000 people, has revealed to me that 
most of them are under the yoke of the 
utility company that serves them. I find 
that communities with municipally- 
owned plants are able to show a bank 
balance and that the others are deeply 
in debt to the utility company that is 
furnishing them with power: 
The further I investfkate this subject, 
the more convinced I am tkat some step 
should be taken by the-Democratic party 
A plank 
should be written into the platform. stat- 
ing very clearly the position that the 
party is going to take with reference to 
these utilities. 
. Taxation is always a big question. 
Every community that has had the fore- 
sight to operate its own plant has been 
able to make a satisfactory reduction in 
corporate taxes, and in some cases no 
corporate taxes are necessary. 
However, with a person of Raskob's 


ocratic party, it will take consider- 
able pressure from the outside to bring 
about some action on this very vital sub- 
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domestic comfort, and rent at a low figure. They 
ard paying dividends in better health conditions. re- 
duced criminality and a general uplift to group 
morale. 

The European projects are governmental undertak- 
ings, but Mr. Wolf thinks similar works are prac 
ticable for private enterprise here. Ten such de 
velopments are operating in this country, and all 
successfully, he points out. New York, by its State 
housing law, has fostered such developments. That 
measure authorizes establishment of limited dividend 
companies for construction of apartment houses, 
which are exempt from State and city taxes. The 
corporations must forego speculative profit, and their 
rental charges are specified by law. Excess earnings 
are applied to lower rentals. This legislation has 
resulted in the devotion to this field of capital run- 
ning into millions, to the materia! alleviation of 
slum conditions in many congested districts. 

In Mr. Wolf's opinion, it would be possible to build 
quarters of this type in St. Louis that would rent 
for $6 to $7 per room per month and pay a return of 
5 to 5% per cent on the investment. This is assured- 
ly a more attractive prospect for local capital than 
the present status of other real estate ventures. The 
“For Rent” signs dotting the city demonstrate a great 
surplusage of the better-grade apartments and houses, 
of hotels, store rooms and office space, a condition 
shared with other large centers. With the possibil- 
ity of renting model quarters at about the current rate 
for the antiquated type, new apartments of this char- 
acter should not lack tenants. In Bridgeport, Conn., 
900 workmen’s homes, renting at $7 a month per 
room have had less than ½ of 1 per cent of vacancies 
since their construction about 14 years ago. 

Mr. Wolf does not visualize merely piecemeal con- 
struction, a building here and a block there. Rather, 
he sees the possibility of razing entire districts in 
the blighted sectors and replacing the old structures 
with roomy, light, airy buildings on the German mod- 
el, with mass construction making possible the econ- 
omies and the widespread facilities found practicable 
in Europe. The value of such a program, if found 
practicable by investors, would be exceedingly great 
at a time when public building projects have such 
important possibilities in relieving unemployment 
and trade stagnation. 

Dark and dingy tenements continue to exist in 
American cities as a result of following the line of 
least resistance. They are a blight upon any munici- 
pality, they depress neighborhood property values and 
the environments have an untoward effect upon mor- 
tality and crime conditions. The large cities will 
remain as a part of our social structure, and the 
problem of housing is a permanent one. 

Mr. Hoover’s Conference on Home Building and 
Home Ownership took cognizance of the backward 
conditions in this respect when one of its commit- 
tees reported: “During the period of our greatest ad- 
vance in national wealth—the past 20 years—the 
housing for 70 per cent of our population has pro- 
gressively deteriorated.” As to the remedy, it stated: 
“We are firmly of the opinion that private initiative, 
backed by private capital, is essential, at the present 
time, for the successful planning and operation of 
large-scale projects. Still, if we do not accept this 
challenge, the alternative may have to be Govern- 
ment housing.” 

It is to bring such large-scale projects into being 
that Mr. Wolf has presented his plan to St. Louis. 
His suggestion deserves intensive study looking to- 
ward its possible application as a great agency of 
civic betterment, and as this city’s share in remedy- 
ing a national metropolitan condition that is nothing 
short of an emergency. . 


A GOOD- LOSER. 

Mrs. Ruth Bryan Owen is a worthy daughter of 
William Jennings Bryan, who was one of the best 
losers the country has ever had. Defeated for re- 
nomination as Democratic Representative from the 
Fourth Florida District by Mark Wilcox, prohibition 
repeal advocate, she has announced that as soon as 
the November election is held she will resign her 
seat so the choice of the voters in that district may 
begin to represent them at once, and not 13 months 
later, as the Constitution now stipulates. In other 
words, there will be no “lame-duck” session for Mrs. 
Owen. The decision is not only that of a good loser, 
but of a believer in representative government which 
is representative in fact as well as name. Thanks 
to Senator Norris’ amendment, now going the rounds 
of the legislatures, this outmoded feature of our Gov- 
ernment soon will be eliminated.

Would it be that of 
second in command, or might not the convention, 
persuaded that the former President, like a good sol- 
dier, was ready to respond to the call of duty, sweep 
away from custom, from instructions, from a leader- 
Ship never wholly accepted, and by all the omens 
doomed to defeat, and summon Mr. Coolidge to head 
the ticket? 

It is not likely, of course. Still, improbable de- 
cisions have been reached in political conventions, 
under the stress of emotion and dire necessity, and 
now, if ever, is the hour when the Republican party 
should rise, not to the improbable, but to the im- 
possible.

SARAZEN’S VICTORY. 0 

Ten years after winning the American open, Gene 
Sarazen has performed the amazing feat of winning 
the British open with a score of 283, two less than 
Bobby Jones’ seemingly unbeatable total of 1927, and 
five under even fours for the 72 holes, The even 
brilliance of Sarazen's play is shown by his card, 
which reveals 15 fives, 40 fours, 14 threes and 3 
deuces, or 13 strokes below par. 

This is in a realm of golf whose gates are locked 
forever for most of us, who have only a speaking ac- 
quaintance with Col. Bogey and merely nod distantly 
to Dr. Par. It is said that Sarazen, in mid-career, 
was forced to rebuild his entire game and, if that 
is true, his place in architecture is up there with 
Sir Christopher Wren and the chap who devised the 
Taj Mahal. 

While cheering for the little New York Italian, let 
us pause to shed a quiet tear for MacDonald Smith, 
whose 288 was good enough to have won every Brit- 
ish open except this one and the 1927 event. Inci- 
dentally, when are our friends, the British, going 
to produce an open champion? For nine straight 
years, this coveted prize has been captured by “the 
barbarians.” 
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THE PUBLIC SCHOOL BUDGET. 
An example of what public officials can do in 


et balancing, when a determined effort is made, is 
contained in the tentative budget for the coming 
fiscal year of the Board of Education. The fact that 
the law requires the board to live within its income 
and prevents an increased school tax does not detract 
from the credit due it for succeeding. | 
The board is suspending plans to erect new schools 
and is even dropping the acquisition of sites for 
future schools, thereby effecting a reduction of more 
than $1,000,000, compared with the last budget. It 
is restricting repair and maintenance work on the 
school buildings to a minimum. Many physical items 
afe to be dropped from the list of expenses, or pared 
thin. On the other hand, the board has wisely de- 
termined to maintain the highest possible educational 
standards. Some of the frills of the school room will 
be abolished and the summer school idea abandoned 
temporarily. 

More than one-third of the $3,700,000 reduction in 
Schoo] costs, compared with the year now ending, 
will be achieved through the “voluntary” sacrifice 
of 20 days’ pay by teachers and all other school peo- 
ple. It is regrettable that such a saving, at the ex- 
pense of the employes, is necessary, yet they have 
been’ better off than many other public workers. In 
recent years the Board of Education has been @ip- 
ping into its surplus fund, until the limit of safety 
has been reached. Hence, the new budget calls for 
a 25 per cent reduction of expenditures, although a 
seemingly conservative estimate contemplates a de- 
cline of only 17 per cent in revenue. A year from 
now, when it is budget time again, the board will 
have to consider where it is to find money to build 
additional schools which may be needed. 


OTHER IMPORTANT ISSUES. 
Charles M. Hay is, of course, correct in saying 
there are other important issues in the campaign 
besides prohibition. Take the tariff, or unemploy- 
ment relief, or the regulation of the power utilities, 
or extravagance in public expenditures, op all of 
wich Mr, Hay has spoken forthrightly.

The High Cost of Health 


From the Cleveland Press. 


OCTOR and hospital bills to the aver- 

age American family are somber reall- 
ties. In this healthful country are 200. 
000,000 cases of illness a year. At any 
given time, 2 per cent of the population are 
“laid up.” The average American is sick 
nearly twice a year. Wage-earners lose 
250,000,000 working days, or $1,250,000,000 
annually, from sickness. Our three-billion - 
dollar sick bil! falls heaviest upon the self- Fim 
respecting working and middle classes. The 
very poor go to free clinics and public hos- 
pitals, and the rich have means of prevent- 
ing and curing their ills. 

Aside from the fact that preventive health 
establishmerts in city and rural commun 
ties are inadequate, the American health 
plant appears to be fairly adequate. We 
have 1,600,000 health workers and a $3,125. 
000,000 hospital equipment. The American 
doctor averages around $5000 net income. 
while the big majority of private hospitals 
operate at a loss. They are modern and 
efficient, as shown by their ability to con- 
quer such great killers as bubonic plague, 
malaria, typhus, yellow and typhoid fever 
and their brave fight on tuberculosis. 

Why, then, is this vast health plant un- 
available economically to the class that 
needs it most? 

— — — 

“A substantial portion of the American 
people have been cut off from the benefits 
of modern medical art and science because 
of the costs of medical services,” says Dr. 
Ray Lyman Wilbur, Secretary of the Ine 
terior. “At the same time, many doctors 
and other practitioners are not receiving in- 
comes commensurate with their long years 
of training, and hospitals are facing finan 
cial difficulties.” 

To reconcile this paradox, a committee 
of physicians, called the Committee on the 
Costs of Medical Care, has been working 
for five years and will report its findings 
this fall. in answering the Question of how 
the nation’s health facilities can be laid at 
the door of the average American, we sus- 
pect that it will have to go deeply into the 
fundamentals of our economic system. 
Dr. Wilbur says that if our present si 
entific knowledge and service were equally 
distributed, it could be “bought” for de, 
tween $35 to $50 a year per family. Ané

BONUS CAMPERS 
TRYING TO ENLIST 
40,000 MORE MEN 


10,000 War Veterans Al- 
ready in Capital—Re- 
cruiting Officers Sent Out 
to Principal Cities. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 


Unperturbed by the possibility of 
epidemics in their ramshackle 
camps, leaders of the bonus-de- 
manding war veterans undertook 
today an enlistment campaign to 
swell their ranks to 50,000. 

About 10,000 men now are 
camped in the Capital waiting 
for Congress to answer their plea 
for immediate payment of their 
war service compensation. Com- 
mander-in-Chief Walter W. Wa- 
ters, Portland, Ore., and his Ex- 
ecutive Committee, decided to send 
recruiting officers to key cities 
which already have sent in large 
contingents. St. Louis and Phila- 
delphia are among the concentra- 
tion points chosen. 

The process of dividing the vet- 
erans at new camp sites, with sani- 
tary facilities superior to those of 
the squalid Anacostia flats where 
most were concentrated, continued 
today. A general cleanup also is 
underway in response to the asser- 
tion of the city health officer that 
conditions in the camps constituted 
a Brave health menace to the en- 
tire Capital. 

50-Bed Hospital Set Up. 

With the number of veterans 
treated at each sick call rising to 
250, health authorities and police 
decided to establish a 60-bed hos- 
pital and a special dispensary at a 
Marine Corps reserve armory. Con- 
tagious cases will be isolated at 
Fort Foote, an old army post on 
the Maryland side of the Potomac. 

The veterans have enough food 
for 48 hours and are receiving 
$5000 from the Rev. Charles E. 
Coughlin, Detroit radio priest. Its 
delivery is expected today. 

Surgeon-General Cummings of 
the Public Health Service yester- 
day sent a telegram to health offi- 
cers of the 48 states urging them 
to discourage further departures of 
veterans for Washington. His com- 
munication said: 

“Assembling of the so-called 
bonus marchers in Washington pre- 
sents serious problem involving the 
spread of disease. Suggest as 
measure of lessing danger you is- 
sue warning to your states advis- 
ing of menace to public health of 
gathering of so many of these men 
in Washington and of consequent 
dangers to people of states upon 
return journey.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 11. 
The State Superintendent.of Insur- 
ance has exclusive jurisdiction over 
companies organized under provi- 
sions of the Missouri insurance laws 
and the courts of the State are 
powerless to interfere with admin- 
istration of the act, the Missouri 
Supreme Court ruled today in an 
opinion which. made absolute a 
writ of prohibition against Circuit 
Judge Robert W. Hall of St. Louis, 
voiding his action in placing the 
Missouri State Life Insurance Co. 
in receivership. 

On May 17 the Court announced 
that it was making absolute a pre- 
liminary writ of prohibition which 
it previously had issued, restrain- 
ing Judge Hall from taking further 
action in the case. At that time the 
Court announced that it would 


ing its reasons. 

The receivership was sought by 
Jerome Duggan, St. Louis attorney, 
owner of five shares of stock in 
the company. Hall, acting on Dug- 
gan’s petition, placed the company 
in temporary receivership March 


hibition granted by the State Su- 
preme Court prevented receivers 
from taking charge. 

The Missouri State Life Insur- 
ance Co. is the largest insurance 
company west of the Mississippi 
River. 

Joseph B. Thompson, State su- 
perintendent of insurance, one of 
the receivers named by Judge Hall, 
supported the company's fight 
against the recéivership. The oth- 
er receiver was Montague Lyon, a 
St. Louis attorney. Duggan in his 
petition charged mismanagement. 

The Court made known its de- 
aon in advance because of the 
urgency of the situation, acting as 
rapidly as possible to fix the com- 


pany’s status. 
Court Criticisc- Suit. 

The opinion, written by Judge 
Ernest 8. Gantt, criticised Duggan, 
saying “it is cle: re from the record 
that the sole purpose of those in- 
terested in the Duggan suit was to 
force the company into a receiver- 
ship.” 

“The appointment of the superin- 
tendent of insurance as receiver 
shows that those interested in the 
suit knew that the proceedings 
would force a dissolution of the 
company. After the dissipation of 
large sums of the company's money 
for expenses, fees and allowances 
to those directly and indirectly in- 
terested, the superintendent of in- 
surance as statutory undertaker 
would be on hand to distribute the 
remains,” the opinion said. 

The opinion, referring to Lyon, 
said he was “a lawyer of extensive 
business experience and for that 
reason would be helpful to the su- 
perintendent of insurance.” 

“It will be noted that said lawyer 
was not appointed because of 
knowledge of the life insurance 
business. Of course, he was not 
appointed because he was a lawyer, 
for the Judge named two attorneys 
upon whom would rest the legal 
responsibilities of the receivership,” 
the opinion continued. 

The insurance laws were upheld 
as a valid exercise of the State's 
police power, the Court saying the 
insurance superinténdent was the 
administrative officer and that the 
courts “are without authority to in- 
terfere with his administration of 


In answer to the argument that 
the insurance code was not exclu- 
sive in its power because no pro- 
visions were made for an operating 
receiver, Judge Gantt said such an 
officer would destroy confidence, 
interfere with the administration of 
the code, wreck the company and 
defeat the purpose of the statutes. 
“There is no place in an admin- 
istrative code for an operating re- 
ceiver,” the opinion said. 

Duggan contended he was denied 
“his day in court” if the code were 
upheld as exclusive. 

“As against the State in the ex- 
ercise of its police power, Duggan 
has no day in court,” Judge Gantt 
said in his opinion. 

“He was able to purchase the 
stock because the code authorized 
the formation of the company. He 
owns the stock subject to the pro- 
vision of the code and is in no posi- 
tion to contend that he is denied 
his ‘day in court.“

I am most desirous of recciv- 
ing from yourself and your able 
associates suggestions of any 
specific action that might be 
taken by Government or private 
agencies which would improve 
the situation. 


Although 1 do not find my- 
self in accord with your im- 
mediate proposal of another 
committee, I believe that if the 
signatories were fully informed 
as to the present effective or- 
ganization they would agree 
with me. 

The President's “background” 
statement, which he made to 
newspapermen last month with 
the understanding he was not to 
be quoted directly, followe in 
full:

A Case of Fear 


BOY 11 years old developed 
such fears that he refused ic 
be left alone in a room even 
in the daytime. At night he would 
not sleep by himself. 

He would not go upon the street 
alone. He complained much of 
headaches and at the slightest 
pain or illness fell into the most 
extreme terror of death. 

This abnormal state of mind de- 
veloped after the death of his 
father some months before. The 
father had complained much vf 
headaches and had been extreme- 
ly irritable, frequently speaking 
abusively to his wife in the child's 
presence. After his death the boy 
too began speaking abusively to 
his mother. 

The child's fear of being alone. 
his fear of death. his ill-treatment 
of his mother are explicable in 
terms of modern psychology as an 
aspect of his identification with 
his father. 

He had loved his father and 
wished to be like him, but he 
loved his mother, too. Very prob- 
ably when he had had to witness 
his father’s mistreatment of her 
he hated him and wished him dead. 

When suddenly this partial wish 
had been fulfilled he felt guilty. 
Punishment must come. Added to 
this was the fear of the punish- 
ment he undoubtedly thought due 
him because he, identifying him- 
self still with his father. had 
adopted his manner towards the 
mother. 

Death had come to his father 
partly in punishment of his treat- 
ment of his mother. The same 
would come to him for the same 
reason, 

Not until all these feelings had 
been uncovered by a psychiatrist 
did the boys morbid symptoms 
disappear. Children's apparently 
groundless fears frequently have 
strange and complicated origins.
